Dear  Friends  and  Relatives  : — 

Justice  to  myself  and  others  has  induced  me  to  present 
this  work  in  its  unfinished  state.  The  compilation  has  occupied  a 
period  of  six  years  of  labor,  carried  on  through  discouraging  words 
from  some,  and  with  little,  or  long-delayed,  aid  from  others. 
Surnames  originated  about  1500  a.d.,  and  middle  names  were 
not  universally  used  much  previous  to  1780.  Men  were  named 
from  their  father,  or  from  some  peculiarity  of  person.  If  a  man 
named  John  had  a  son  Peter,  he  would  be  called  Peter  Johnson, 
his  son  would  bear  the  name  of  Peterson.  If  he  was  deformed 
in  any  way,  the  name  indicating  his  deformity  would  be  used  as 
a  middle  name,  as  Peter  Hunchback  Johnson.  Our  name  is 
an  ancient  one,  having  originated  in  England.  It  may  have 
been  derived  from  Burler,  a  dresser  of  cloth,  Burly,  boisterous, 
or  compounded  from  Bur,  Burgh,  elevated,  and  ley,  meaning  un- 
filled ground;  viz.  :  high  and  untilled  ground.  Burgh  also 
means  a  fortification,  a  castle,  and  ley,  leigh,  means  a  field,  viz. : 
a  castle  on  the  field,  or  defence  of  the  lowly.  The  variations 
in  spelling  the  name  have  been  Burleigh,  Borleigh,  Burghly, 
Burghley,  Birgeley,  Burley,  Berley,  Birley,  Burlie,  Burle,  Burlly, 
Bourle,  Burly,  Budley,  Burdley,  Berdley,  Birdley,  Birdly,  Bodley, 
Borley,  Barley,  Buries,  Beareley,  Brally,  Bralley,  Bowley,  Burhely, 
and  perhaps  Burleson  and  Burlison.  Burleigh  is  the  more  mod- 
ern, and  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  continued,  though  Burley  is 
the  most  common  orthography  in  England  to-day. 


4  INTRODUCTION, 

Camden,  the  genealogist,  says  no  man  whomsoever  is  to  be 
disliked  in  respect  either  of  original,  or  of  signification,  for  nei- 
ther the  good  names  do  grace  the  bad,  neither  do  evil  names 
disgrace  the  good.  In  all  countries,  both  good  and  bad  have 
been  of  the  same  surnames,  which,  as  they  participate  one  with 
the  other  in  glory,  so  sometimes  in  shame.  Time  has  inter- 
mingled and  confused  all,  and  we  are  all  come  to  this  present  by 
successive  variable  descents  from  the  high  and  low,  or  more 
plainly,  the  low  are  descended  from  the  high,  and  contrawise 
the  high  from  the  low.  The  effect  of  a  great  ancestry  may  be 
traced  into  the  remotest  generation.  Statesmen,  generals,  intel- 
lectual men  altogether,  are  found  to  have  ancestors  like  them 
near,  or  far ;  and  the  more  perfect  the  mating  of  these  with  the 
daughters,  the  more  perfect  will  be  the  race.  In  fact,  every- 
thing we  possess  is  inherited  from  the  past,  and  the  study  of 
the  past  is  necessary  if  we  would  prepare  for  the  future.  Its 
lessons  can  never  be  neglected  without  exposing  us  to  danger  in 
the  future.  Wherever  the  memory  of  good  deeds  is  perpetuated 
it  has  a  tendency  to  produce  good  men.  I  have  decided  to  limit 
my  endeavor  to  the  American  portion  of  the  family,  claiming 
nothing  as  original,  and  hoping  that  those  who  see  mistakes 
will  not  hesitate  to  make  corrections.  For  if  time  and  circum- 
stances permit  it,  I  shall  undertake  the  revision  of  the  work, 
and  include  the  English  families.  Those  who  have  written,  or 
attempted  to  write,  genealogies,  know  what  uphill  work  it  is. 
Dry  statements  are  sent  in  by  contributors,  unenlivened  from 
their  monotony  of  dead  figures  referring  to  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths,  by  a  single  anecdote  or  historical  sketch  of  any  peculiar- 
ity in  any  portion  of  the  family,  which  might  lead  to  its  fuller 
recognition  by  others.  Many  persons  are  frightened  by  the 
name  genealogy,  supposing  from  hearsay  that  it  must  be  fruitless 
and  uninteresting.  Those  who  have  studied  it  know  its  value. 
May  this  one  be  an  incentive  to  a  renewed  activity  among  others 
of  the  family  to  "gather  them  in"  even  from  the  ends  of  the 
world,  and  complete  a  work  which  will  make  our  name  live  for 
generations  to  come.     May  our  children,  and   our  children's 
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children,  adhere  to  the  virtues  of  their  ancestors,  and  each  see 
that  the  world  is  no  worse  for  their  having  lived  in  it.  If,  as  the 
result  of  my  labor,  any  are  led  to  feel  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
work,  I  shall  be  amply  repaid.  I  am  under  special  obligations 
to  Hon,  John  Wentworth,  of  Chicago,  for  material  relating  to 
the  Sandwich  families ;  to  Rev.  J.  Chapman,  of  Exeter,  for 
valuable  assistance.  For  the  material  of  the  Sanbornton  fam- 
ilies, I  am  indebted  to  Rev.  M.  T.  Runnals  for  the  kindly  loan 
of  his  advance  sheets  of  the  history  of  that  town,  which  he 
is  soon  to  publish.  Hoping  my  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain, 
with  charity  for  all  and  malice  toward  none,  I  dedicate  this  work 
to  the  coming  generation.

I  Giles. ^  He  was  an  inhabitant  of  Ipswich  1648,  and  a 
commoner  1664.  Felts'  History  of  Ipswich  says  of  the  little 
we  learn  of  Gyles  Budley,  he  left  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  children, 
Andrew,  James,  Giles,  and  perhaps  John,  the  youngest,  who 
probably  died  before  his  father.  He  was  a  planter,  living  eight 
years  on  Brooke  street,  and  owning  division  lot  No.  105,  situ- 
ated upon  Great  Hill,  Hogg  Island.  13  June  1668,  Goodwife 
Birdley  had  granted  trees  for  100  rayles,  and  100  posts.  23 
Feb.  1669,  Rebecca,  widow  of  Giles  Birdley,  married  Abraham 
fiitt,  of  Ipswich.     Inventory  of  estate  £241  4s  6d. 

Will  of  Giles  Burley,  recorded  in  Essex  Registry  of  Probate, 
vol.  I.  This  1 8th  of  July  1668  this  is  to  certifye  that  I  Ghiles 
Birdly  of  Ipswich  being  in  perfit  memorye  though  weak  in 
bod5'e,  do  mak  this  mye  last  Will  and  Testament  as  followeth, 
I  will  that  all  former  ingagements  by  my  uncle  deceased  be 
fulfilled,  I  give  to  my  wife  Elizabeth  my  house  and  ground  about 
it  with  the  use  of  the  barne  so  much  as  maye  serve  her  end 
and  unles  they  which  shall  give  the  ground  stand  in  need  of 
using  som  of  it  with  the  prevaledges  belonging  to  it  with  my 
other  ground  both  upland  &  medow  during  her  life  for  the  com- 
fort of  my  Wife  and  Children,  and  at  my  Wives  death  I  give  to 
my  eldest  son  Andrew  my  grass  ?  [house]  and  ground  at  horn 
and  abrode  with  the  prevaledges  belonging  therto  to  him  and 
to  his  male  Aires  and  in  case  my  son  Andrew  dye  without  airs, 
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I  give  it  my  son  James  and  in  case  he  dye  || without  aires||  to  my 
son  John  and  I  will  my  son  Andrew  within  a  yeare  and  half  after 
his  possession  of  it  to  pay  to  my  son  James  fifteen  pound  as  a 
legasy.  I  give  to  him  and  with  in  a  year  and  half  after  that  I 
wil  my  son  Andrew  to  pay  my  son  John  the  same  some  of  fifteen 
pound  as  a  legacye  I  give  him  to  be  paid  in  corne  and  cattle 
equally  alike  and  in  case  Andrew  dye  without  Airs  that  James 
shall  paye  to  John  the  whole  thirty  pound.  I  give  my  house- 
hold goods  I  give  to  to  my  wife  to  be  at  her  disposing  and  all 
the  use  of  my  Estate.  I  give  to  my  son  Andrew  as  above  men- 
tioned and  for  the  performance  of  this  my  Will  I  make  my 
friend  Theophilus  Wilson  my  exexeter  and  my  friends  decon 
Knowlton  and  Jacob  ffoster  to  be  my  overseers  to  se  this  my 
Will  performed  &  hereunto  I  set  my  hand.

He  sayth 
that  when  he  lived  with  old  goodman  Brown,  he  often  times 
heard  him  speak  concerning  what  he  should  give  his  children. 
■He  was  called  a  husbandman  and  yeoman,  and  bore  the  title  of 
**  Cornet."  6  Jan.  1678,  Rebeca  ffitt  gave  her  son  Andrew  Bird- 
ley  all  her  right  in  the  estate  which  her  husband  Giles  Birdley 
gave  to  her.  20  Mar.  1687,  I  Andrew  Burley  request  to  grant 
me  the  liberty  of  making  a  kill  of  bricks  a  Jefferies  Neck,  I  cut- 
ting there  no  wood  down  that  is  growing  to  burn  them  but  what 
I  shall  prepare  otherwise,  taking  such  drift  wood  as  may  be 
found  by  the  water  side,  because  it  will  be  near  to  my  land  by 
Jeffries  Neck  Caseway,  where  I  purpose  to  build  an  house  for 
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to  dwell  there.  In  1698  Andrew  Burdley  was  a  subscriber  for  a 
"bigger  bell,"  His  signature  in  1698  is  spelled  "Budly."  He 
was  assigned  a  seat  in  the  meeting-house  in  1700.  His  widow 
and  son  Andrew  were  appointed  administrators  of  the  estate. 
The  inventory  mentions  a  John  Burley,  and  he  left  25  head  of 
horned  cattle,  40  sheep,  4  horse  kind,  timber  for  frame  of  a 
house,  12000  shingles,  bricks,  &c.  His  widow  was  published  to 
Sergt.  Caleb  Kimball,  14  Apr.  1722,  and  died  23  Nov.  17^3.

Lydia  wife 
of  Samuel  Williams,  and  her  grandfather  Pingree,  son  Andrew, 
dau.  Mehitable  wife  of  Crocker,  mentions  his  farm  called 
"  Howletts,''  land  at  Paine's  Hill,  and  numerous  tracts  of  land, 
to  grandson  Andrew  Burley  he  gives  the  farm  where  his  father 
now  lives  and  other  land  ;  to  son  John  his  lower  farm  where 
Coleman  now  lives  ;  to  grandson  Wm.  Burley  the  one  half  of 
Turner's  Hill  fann  and  half  the  woodland  at  Boxford.  Men- 
tions his  grandsons  Andrew,  John,  and  William,  who  shall  not 
come  into  possession  until  son  Andrew  is  dead,  ch.  of  dau.  Lydia 
who  has  three  dau's,  Hannah  wife  of  son  Andrew  who  has  three 
sons.  His  wife's  will  mentions  son  Andrew  Burley,  dau.  Mehit- 
able Crocker,  dau.  Mary  Burley,  grandau.  Lydia  Williams,  all  of 
Ipswich,  dau.  Elizabeth  Boardman  of  Stratham,  N.  H.,  dau.  Han- 
nah Burley  and  dau.  Abigail  Borman  of  Ipswich,  son  Stephen 
Boardman  of  Stratham.

tance of  forty  miles.  The  cows  in  the  meantime  ran  in  the 
woods,  and  hay  was  gathered  from  the  meadow  below  for  their 
winter  keeping.

Burley  of  Beverly,  deceased,  a 
native  of  Ipswich,  has  left  by  his  will  ;^5o  of  his  estate,  which 
should  be  paid  annually  for  ten  years,  for  instruction  of  poor 
children  in  reading  and  the  principles  of  the  christian  religion, 
the  inhabitants  pass  a  vote  expressive  of  their  respect  to  his 
memory.

college  under  Dudley  Leavitt  of  Leavitt-almanac  celebrity. 
About  four  weeks  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  term 
in  which  he  was  to  begin  his  studies,  he  obtained  a  latin  gram- 
mar and  set  himself  at  work  to  commit  it  to  memory  while  lab- 
oring in  the  field.  In  the  three  weeks  he  had  committed  the 
entire  grammar  as  far  as  prosody.  On  the  first  day  of  the  term 
he  was  called  upon  to  recite,  the  teacher  standing,  as  was  his 
custom.  The  pupil  kept  on  until  the  master  hearing  him  for 
forty-five  minutes  asked  him  how  far  he  proposed  to  recite. 
"  To  prosody,  sir,"  was  the  ready  reply.  "  Well !  well !  "  he 
replied,  "  I  will  hear  the  rest  some  other  time."  This  untiring 
study  until  eleven  at  night,  without  recreation  and  exercise,  to 
which  he  had  been  accustomed,  shattered  his  health  and  de- 
prived him  of  a  college  education,  but  not  of  a  profession,  to 
which  he  gave  close  application  for  five  years,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  York  County  Bar.  He  was  soon  able  to  manage  the 
business  while  his  brother  was  in  Congress.  In  1832  he  re- 
moved to  Great  Falls,  N.  H.,  to  add  the  business  of  Strafford 
county.  His  success  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Great  Falls 
Manufacturing  Co.,  and  after  being  retained  in  many  flowage 
cases,  he  was  persuaded  to  accept  the  agency  of  that  corpora- 
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tion.  This  he  did  very  un\villinj;ly,  for  he  was  very  fond  of  the 
hiw,  but  his  health  demanded  the  change.  His  successful  career 
in  tliis  agency  was  very  gratifying.  He  continued  in  this  con- 
nection from  1838  to  i860,  although  for  four  years  he  was  totally 
blind,  his  memory  enabling  him  to  put  his  hand  on  any  paper 
needed,  and  give  details  of  business,  visit  places  of  business 
connected  with  his  agency,  procure  statistics,  dates,  prices  of 
labor,  etc.,  all  day,  and  keep  his  wife  writing  from  his  dictation 
all  the  evening  without  hesitation,  even  to  dates  and  figures.

He  was  chosen  captain  of 
the  militia,  and  called  into  sendee  in  the  war  of  1812,  marched 
with  his  company  into  Belfast  at  the  time  the  British  entered 
the  Penobscot  river  to  destroy  the  U.  S.  frigate  Adams.  He 
represented  the  town  and  the  district  in  the  legislatures  of  Mass- 
achusetts and  Maine,  and  by  appointment  and  election  filled 
other  offices  of  trust.  Was  a  delegate  to  attend  the  convention 
held  on  the  last  Monday  of  September  1816,  at  the  meeting- 
house near  the  college  in  Brunswick  in  the  District  of  Maine,  to 
form  a  state  constitution  in  anticipation  of  a  separation  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ;  was  commissioned  cap- 
tain of  4th  Regt.,  2d  Brigade,  nth  Div.,  in  1814,  and  promoted 
lieutenant  colonel  in  18 16.

In  183 1 
he  was  appointed  assistant  land  agent  to  guard  that  section  of 
the  public  lands,  and  in  that  capacity  succeeded  in  breaking  up 
various  parties  of  trespassers,  compelling  them  to  return  to  the 
British  Provinces.

Berwick,  Me.,  and  became  the  leading 
proprietor  of  the  Newichawanich  woolen  mills,  investing  all  he 
was  worth,  about  $15,000.  By  his  energy  and  business  tact  the 
enterprise  prospered,  and  in  i860  the  company  out  of  their 
earnings  were  able  to  build  some  new  mills,  which  they  now 
occupy.  Their  product  was  about  $300,000  a  year,  one  half  of 
which  he  sold  himself  directly  to  the  trade,  and  the  company 
early  acquired  a  reputation  for  sound  and  durable  work.  The 
village  of  South  Berwick  and  its  industries  owe  more  to  his 
energy,  capacity  and  public  spirit  than  all  other  influences.  He 
was  president  of  both  the  national  and  savings  banks.  From 
being  a  Whig  he  became  a  Republican,  and  such  was  his  popu- 
larity in  his  native  town  thiat  he  served  a  Democratic  district  in

the  State  legislature  in  1862,  '64,  '66  and  '72,  He  was  chosen 
delegate  at  large  to  attend  the  national  convention  which  met  at 
Baltimore  and  nominated  Lincoln  and  Johnson.  In  1872  he 
was  elected  to  the  43d  Congress  and  re-elected  in  1874.  He 
served  on  the  naval  committee  during  both  terms,  and  was 
instrumental  in  perfecting  the  management  of  the  Kittery  Navy 
Yard.  He  was  an  upright,  honorable  man  in  all  his  business 
relations,  and  a  worthy  representative  of  that  class  of  men 
whose  industry,  enterprise  and  public  spirit  have  built  up  the 
prosperous  villages  of  New  England.  He  was  a  passable  man, 
somewhat  under  six  feet  in  height,  with  a  round,  deep  chest,  a 
square  head  set  on  broad  shoulders,  iron  gray  beard,  thick  white 
hair,  dark  eyes  with  a  remarkable  pleasant  expression,  a  clear 
complexion  and  every  indication  of  health  and  abounding  vigor. 
In  his  native  town  he  had  no  enemies  and  his  word  was  as  good 
as  his  bond.  He  was  instantly  killed  by  his  horse  sheering  on 
the  bridge  between  So.  Berwick  and  Salmon  Falls,  precipitating 
him  twenty  feet  on  the  rocks  below.

He    was    fitted    for    college    at     Phillips    Academy,    Exeter, 
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graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  with  honors  in  185 1,  studied 
law  with  Wells  &  Bell,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Strafford 
Bar  in  1854,  becoming  a  partner  of  Nathaniel  Wells,  esq., 
of  Great  Falls,  and  buying  the  interest  of  Hon.  Charles 
H.  Bell,  now  of  Exeter.  He  gave  promise  of  rare  suc- 
cess in  his  profession,  and  it  was  a  source  of  regret  to  his 
friends  when  he  gave  up  the  practice  and  accepted  the  agency 
of  the  Great  Falls  Manufacturing  Co.  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  in  i860.  Ke  had  previously  acted  as  agent  while  his 
father  was'  traveling  in  Europe  for  his  health,  and  during  the 
last  days  of  that  gentleman  when  he  was  totally  blind.  He  left 
a  record  of  energy,  fidelity  and  spotless  integrity  as  a  business 
man.  He  quickly  won  the  respect  and  love  of  those  whom  he 
employed,  and  they  came  by  hundreds  to  look  on  his  face  in 
death,  and  to  follow  him  weeping  to  the  grave.  He  left  the 
impress  of  his  active  intellect  and  tireless  industry  upon  the 
various  buildings  whose  construction  he  assisted  in  superintend- 
ing, and  in  many  improvements  around  town.  In  1863  and 
1864  he  was  a  representative  to  the  legislature;  in  1865  and 
1866  a  state  senator.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Historical  Society  and  a  trustee  of  Dartmouth  College,  for 
which  institution  he  bore  a  filial  regard  which  he  amply  and 
often  testified.  For  several  years  he  maintained  a  lectureship 
at  his  own  expense  which  brought  the  students  in  contact  with 
the  learned  mind  of  the  historian  Dr.  John  Lord.  In  1868  he 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  board  of  visitors  to  the  United 
States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  a  position  which  afford- 
ed him  the  keenest  pleasure,  and  by  which  he  became  an  hon- 
ored and  valued  friend  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  which 
acquaintance  was  continued  up  to  his  death.  He  "was  a  director 
in  the  Great  Falls  National  Bank,  a  trustee  of  the  Somersworth 
Savings  Bank,  and  a  director  of  several  railroads  and  corpora- 
tions. In  1874  he  retired  from  the  management  of  the  manu- 
facturing company  and  resumed  the  legal  profession.  He  was 
soon  reckoned  one  of  the  ablest  lawyers  in  the  state,  and  a 
brilliant  ornament  of  the  New  Hampshire  bar.     His  career  was 
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characterized  in  the  resolutions  offered  by  the  Bar  Association 
in  memory  of  his  death,  as  "by  his  signal  ability,  varied  acquire- 
ments, incomparable  integrity,  generosity  and  faithfulness,  ren- 
dered already  eminently  successful,  but  which  gave  promise  of 
higher  honors  to  him,  a  still  more  brilliant  adornment  of  the 
profession,  and  a  future  distinguished  usefulness  to  the  com- 
munity." His  private  life  was  characterized  by  generous,  almost 
lavish  charities ;  by  a  love  of  the  beautiful  which  adorned  his 
home  with  all  that  ministered  to  such  taste,  and  a  love  of  hospi- 
tality which  cheerfully  welcomed  his  friends ;  his  versatile  pen, 
his  fascinating  conversational  powers,  his  mind  which  elsewhere 
has  been  called  "a  vast  storehouse  of  learning,"  his  great 
heart  so  tender  to  his  family,  so  true  to  his  friends,  endeared 
him  to  all  who  knew  him  intimately.  He  was  prostrated  by 
apoplexy  and  paralysis  for  two  months  and  died  peacefully, 
having  borne  his  intense  suffering  with  heroic  fortitude,  sup- 
ported by  a  firm  and  almost  childlike  faith  in  his  Redeemer.

During  the 
last  sixteen  years  of  his  life  he  was  afflicted  with  total  blindness 
arising  from  excessive  study,  and  passed  his  last  days  on  his 
farm  at  Plainfield.

He  worked  on  his  father's  farm  at  Plain- 
field,  went  to  the  district  school  and  almost  as  soon  as  he  knew 
how  to  write  beguiled  his  leisure  hours  in  verse  making.  A  vol- 
ume of  his  poems  has  been  published,  and  the  preface  written 
by  his  wife  gives  a  graphic  sketch  of  the  man.  In  1837  he  re- 
moved to  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  where  he  published  the  Christian  Wit- 
ness and  the  Temperance  Banner.

In  1867  went  into  journalism,  and  has  been 
on  the  staff  of  the  Chicago  Evening  Post,  Brooklyn  Eagle, 
Brooklyn  Union,  New  York  World,  Times,  Tribune,  and  is  now 
on  the  Witness.  He  was  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  North- 
ampton, Mass.,  Free  Press,  (218)  Florence  Hermoine,^  b.

Literary  Institution  and  commenced  teach- 
ing at  an  early  age,  working  on  the  farm  summers  until  1837 
when  he  became  a  christian  and  united  with  the  Baptist  church 
at  No.  Oxford,  Mass.,  where  he  was  then  teaching.  He  after- 
ward removed  his  church  relations  to  Packerville  where  he 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  as  an  evangelist.  Was  for  a  con- 
siderable time  principal  of  the  Elm  Grove  academy  at  Granby, 
Conn.  In  1841  he  entered  the  employment  of  a  company  in 
Hartford  to  travel  and  exhibit  a  painting  of  the  Descent  from 
the  Cross  and  visited  many  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  New  Eng- 
land. In  1845  while  preaching  occasionally  he  spent  some 
months  lecturing  on  temperance  in  eastern  Conn.,  his  efforts  at- 
tracted so  wide  attention  that  he  was  invited  to  New  Haven 
county  to  act  as  agent  of  the  temperance  society  which  he  served 
with  zeal  and  energy  for  several  years,  gathering  many  thousand 
names  to  the  pledge.  In  1849  ^^^  became  the  agent  for  the 
American  association  for  the  suppression  of  gambling  and  con- 
tinued to  serve  with  fidelity  and  success  till  its  suppression. 
He  made  a  temperance  tour  through  all  the  villages  of  West- 
chester county,  N.  Y.,  and  the  entire  south-eastern  portion  of 
the  state  of  Wisconsin,  traveling  3.500  miles  and  filling  seventy 
appointments  to  speak  in  thirty-six  days.  By  the  death  of  the 
teacher  in  his  native  village  he  was  invited  in  1854  to  assume 
its  duties  and  was  soon  made  principal  of  the  academy  at  Plain- 
field  which  he  filled  for  five  years  with  credit  to  himself  and  to 
the  advantage  of  scores  of  pupils  who  passed  under  his  instruc- 
tion. While  teaching  he  was  preaching  two  or  three  sermons 
each  Sabbath  in  an  adjacent  parish  ;  after  resigning  his  place  in 
the  academy  he  opened  a  select  school  of  high  standard  and 
during  these  years  of  teaching  he  preached  two  and  a  half  years 
at  Westminster,  enjoying  an  interesting  revival,  from  here  he 
was  called  to  the  Baptist  church  at  Warrensville  where  the  fruits 
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of  his  labor  were  abundant.  In  1865  he  resigned  his  charge  and 
became  the  agent  of  the  Conn.  Temperance  Union  which  posi- 
tion he  occupied  until  1879  J  ^^^  ^s  still  preaching  and  working 
in  the  field  of  reform,  living  much  of  his  time  on  his  homestead. 
He  is  of  a  growing  family  of  speakers,  poets,  and  artists  who  are 
already  widely  known,  the  younger  members  of  which  are  des- 
tined to  make  their  mark  in  the  future  as  the  older  members 
have  in  the  past.

CyriP  Burley  moved  from  Massachusetts  to  Clinton,  Onei- 
da county,  N.  Y.,  from  tliere  to  Verona.  In  18 17  he  went  to 
Covington,  Wyoming  county,  and  built  his  house  on  a  very  steep 
hill  which  still  retains  the  name  of  Burley  Hill ;  after  a  few  years 
he  moved  to  the  adjoining  town  of  Bethany,  from' there  to  Swe- 
den, Monroe  county,  where  his  wife  died  8  June  1832  aged  61 
years.  He  moved  to  Byron  and  married  Sally  Darling,  a  sister 
of  his  son-in-law ;  here  he  was  a  farmer  and  hotel  keeper,  he 
moved  successively  to  Caryville,  Barre,  Murray,  and  back  to 
Barre.  In  1844  he  moved  to  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  died  5  July 
1847.  Having  been  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  his  early  years  he 
was  known  wherever  he  lived  as  Esquire  Burley.  His  health 
was  always  good  and  he  retained  his  mental  and  physical  facul- 
ties to  an  unusual  degree  up  to  the  tmie  of  his  death  ;  he  was  a 
man  of  sterling  integrity,  had  an  extensive  acquaintance  and 
was  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him  ;  ch.,  (26)  Lyman,* 
b.  Union,  Conn.,  7  Sept.  1791,  d.  Albion,  N.  Y.,  5  Oct.  1863,  m. 
Verona,  N.  Y.,  8  Mar.  1815  Nancy  Bishop.  He  was  a  farmer 
at  Albion  ;  ch.,  (27)  Abbie  Jane,^  b.  Verona  18  Feb.  1816,  m.
